NEW YORK, June 28.—Decision was reached today that Mrs. Harry K. Thaw will 


refuse to testify before the grand jury and that she will plead that she should not bs made 
to give any evidence that might be damaging to her husband- Mrs. Thaw asked permis- 
sion of her husband's counsel to attend the coroner's inquest today and sit by her hus- 
band's side, but her request was denied by the attorney. The Thaw inquest was com- 
pleted and the case was submitted to the coroner's jury shortly after 11 o'clock. The jury 
brought in a verdict that White came to his death by gunshot wounds inflicted by Harry 
K. Thaw.

Hawaiian shipowners 
are,

log rafting between the northern lumber ports and San Francisco 
bay was introduced, several of the rafts got adrift and broke up 
during stormy, weather encountered on the voyage down the coast, 
scattering the logs in all directions in the ordinary, lanes of ocean 
commerce, threatening to send every vessel and her crew that came 
along down to Davy Jones' locker.

holders regard this as reasonable and make no complaint about it. 


The conduct of the welching companies is altogether different. 


They insist upon paying less than their ascertained liabilities. 
Hence we find a person insured in two or more companies on the 
same property getting paid in full by some and being offered from 
six bits on the dollar to nothing by, others. It is this latter bunch 
that is sneakmgh defended by the literary pals of bunco insurance. 


Common justice as well as the instinct of self preservation de- 


mands that the line be diawn between honest and dishonest insur- 
ance. An insurance comoam that bravely meets its obligations in 
San Francisco, dollar fo- dollar, is an example of business integrity 
worthy of admiration. It is taking punishment, some of which it 
might a\o,cl, as a vindication of its own honor and as a guarantee 
of good faith in Us dealings with the public. It is also giving sub- 
stantial comfort and assistance and moral support to a stricken

trving to sa\e themselves by defrauding their customers. 


Such companies, should be exposed and driven out of business. 


On the other hand, the companies that pay in full and prove their 
srood faith in other wajs in settling their losses should be made 
known and mirked \ 1 in the business world, that the public' may 
know where to place tl eir risks in future.

Something is undoubtedly \\rong in a system of criminal juris- 


prudence which prevents the use of testimony which has been given 
i nder oath in a regular trial b> jury, when, at a later trial, the wit- 
ness, manifestly laboring under some kind of unlawful restraint or 
being controlled by fear, imaginary 01 real, refuses to testify. 
This 


if the case in the Pembroke murder trial now occupying the time 
of one of the Superior courts. Blaker and Schneider, the convict 
confederates of Pembroke in the murder and robbery of Cook, testi- 
fied freely enough against the accused at a previous trial. That 
evidence was officially recorded and is in existence; but it cannot 
be introduced at the present trial, because, under the rules of evi- 
dence in crimina! cases, the written testimony given by a witness 
at a previous trial cannot subsequently be read if the witness is 
within the jurisdiction of the court. Blaker and Schneider, being 
tenants of the State Prison at San Quentin, are, ot course, within 
the court's jurisdiction.
